All
men smoke—ns all ducks and geese swim-—with
eaceptions, which, it they do not confirm, cer.
tainly do not invalidate the rale, It may be
gravied, too, that the habit of smoking varies
in intensity at different spots of the civilized
globe, In France, smoking wears the teeth ont
of the workman's wouth at an early age, He
cannot work without his plP‘!; while his hands
are busy, his lips must puil, He oannot walk
to biz meals without it; he cannot digest them
afterwards without it, On a holiday, espe-
cially, he cannot teke Lis pleasure without it:
he canuot go to sleep without it, Paley sald
that teeth were mude, not to ache, but to eat
with. A French artisan’s or labeorer's tecth
were given to lum 1o hold a pipe, That is the
fizal canse of Fremeh dentition ever since the
ercation of the human race, For tae last five
thousand years it hos been perfecting itsell for
that muin purposs, Iron wonld not atand the
wear and lear loat munf] of thes¢ teeth haye
stood. But considering that teoth are so valua-
ble for other purposes besides pipe-holding, I
wonder that tha! mgeniou#s pation has not
invented gome patent indestractible mouth pipe-
holder.

being are the same, or that fhey arve not the

Avother French aunthor, M. Jolly, member ol
the Imperinl Acaden y of Medioine, is indignant
that smoking should be openly permitted in o
Government gchool. “'As if,' he says, “tearning
the pipe-nnd-cigar exercise were 4 negessary
prepiiration for gerious studies; as it such i
novitiate were the best introduction {o & career
ol sclence, arms, and lefters.” Worse still; a
physiciun, whose name he seppresses out of
respect jor the rest of his colleagues, hiad the
singulav idea ol proposing the use of tobacco
smoke as a salotary regulation for French
Lycenme !

Tobaceo did vot find it way inio the different
countries of Europe either through the same
channel, or exactly at the same date, [ts em-
{Jlo\uu‘m as an excitaat wnd 4 slupelier is pro-
yably as 01d as the aboriginal populations of the
New World itself,  But Its first antroduction to
the O1d World cannot have ocourred earlier than
the sixteenth century. Weé owe it to a Epanish
missionsry named Fruy Romano Pane, who had
been taken fo Amerlcn by Christopher Colum-
bug, to convert the natives to Christianity, The
worthy triar having remarked, tn the priesis of
the god Kiwnsgn, the faustle excitement pro
duced by the vapor of iobacco leaves in fer-
mentation or combustion, taok it Into his head
to send seeds of the plant to Cuarles V, in all
probability Httle suspecting that he was trans-
mitting to hls sovercign the serme of a revolno-
tion destined one duy to ovlrrun the world,

such at least. appears 1o be the origin of the
culture of 10%ucco by Eovopeans. Soain had it
first, 'This oconrred in 151% an epoch equnlly
fruitfol in superstitious irivolities and historiesl
events, Cubn was the fivst spat selecud, on
account of the superiority of its produce.

The moment could not be better chosen por
more opportune. The Queen, who, as well s
her son Francis 15, suifered from obstinmte
headaches, recelved the remedy with the bearty
woelcome plways given to pew and far-fetehed
speoitics, OF 1le suceess nothiug s recordpd,
All we know i that, irom that dale, besdaches
have often been the pretext for snofl-taking.

1he cnstom soon epread, with ineredible
rapiaily, thronghout all classvs of sooiety.
There was & maoin, » r?a for sanifl. Rich and
poor, men and women, henlthy and siok, avery
oge, furnished with their Lttle roll of whacco,
the ginter wherewith to reduce it to powder,
strove who shounld offir it and take it the most
eagerly, Farf{rom falling Into neglect ns time
wore on, a8 oiten happens with the best of
things. the use ol snufl was coustantly on the
inerepse; to such an exitent thal, during the
reigne of Loms 101 and Louls XIV, it was
nimost the ecliquette to presont Buv'e soll at
court, grater in hand, the shirt frill bespatterod
with snuff, the nose more or less stutted with
the preclious powder, the checks slightly tinged
with s hue, and the clothing thorougnly
goented with fts smell, Sompe few of our nged
conlemporaries moy have seen the 1ast felics of
that memorable epoch.

But the tobacco graters (nlthough articles of
finery which rivalled the most expensive fane)
could not long survive the improveménts in the
art of reducing tovacco by machinery. They
were succeeded by snuif-boxes, displaying in
torn the marks of extravagant luxury. Both
graters and snuff-boxes are alike responsible 1or
the immense vonsumption of tobadeo in Franos,
Nonation ever sntiled fo such an extess; nad
that in spite of criticiem and rmlusrip, in spite ot
tLe advice of pliyslolans, in spite of the autho~
rity of kings aud popes,

The Soltan sud the Muscovite
threalencd death, the king of Persin amputation
of the nose, Urban VI ¢xcommunication,
Christian 1V of Denmark the milder punishments
of finea aud whippings, to persons gullty of to-
bacco taking, But we know what little influence
both laws and reason, either slugly or in cowbi-
tion, have in checking the spread of a foolish
fushion, We need not search history for exam-
ilbs—we need not go back to Rowe, nor even to

enice—having contemporiry instances balore
our eyes, “The mode” will ever manifest its
despotism by foroing society to adopl some ne -
tangled folly of the day.

Muthing, indee
tory ol tobaceo the strange (urns taken by hu-
man afiairs—by the waye and dolngs of men and
women., An acrid, fetid, and repulsive plant,
unuged by and wnknown to all except the
Eavages ol Americh, is brought over to Europe.
One woulll eay, belore the experiment was tried,
that it was sure to be desplsed and, rejected, or
nt least let alone, aud consigned to & eornerin s
droggist’s shop with other nwuseous and medi-
cinal uritcles. But instend of thay, presie! it
suddenly finds favor as if by enchantment, The
habits of nutions are changed in congeqience;
& new indulgeuco 18 crested; n new waot, ol
primary necessily, wakes itsell felt by ths world
at large. Tobacco's triumphaot march in ad-
vance shows the power of imitation not only on
the human mind, but over the destinies of o
people,

Nevertheless,the French did not yet smoke, al-
though smoking was nlready common in Spain,
Holiand, Switzeriand, and Prussia. And al-
though France tolerated foreign smokers in the
#pirit ol her habitual courtesy, she still kept
exclusively to her poeh of snntf, secmingly in
protest against what appeared incompatible
with nrUunal manners.

As to the time consumed in smoking, by way
of parentbesis, 1 say nothing, because in many
cases the amusensent 1s adopted avowedly as a
mesns of killing time. Saouotfiing, it has been
caleunlated, is even a greater waste of time than
gmoking,

People can, smoke and go on with what they
are about; whle snufling, they do taat and
nothing else, Now every habitual snuffer is
estimated to take a pinch six times ai lea:t per
bour. Every pinch requires the employment
ol the handkerchiel, the teking out ol and re-
turning 1t to the pocket, the openiog and shat-
ting of the box, and other indispensable
manceuvres, taking up in all not less than
minute and a ball, or nine minutes per hour,
or two hours twenty-four minntes per day (of
sixteen hours only, not twenty-four), or thiriy-
six days and o halt (of twenly-lour Lours) per
annum, or exactly tour whole years during u
lie of forly years—just the tithe, fn short, of
A person's existence,

Eomebody asked Abernethy whether the
moderate nse ol souff wonld injure his brawn,

“No, sir,"” replied the frrltabie doector; “‘for
nobody with an ounce of brains in his head
would ever think of taking snut,”

Louis X1V did not smoke, but at least he tole-
rated smokers, Jean Bart wae one of the first
personages who introduced the pipe to court,
whither he had been sent for by the king, As
it was not yet daylight when he presented him-
geli, he bud to wait 1n the antechamber before
pdmission lo the presence. Knowing noboldy
at Verspplles, he found the time loog; 5o he
took out his pipe, siruck a light with fliok and
sieel, and set to smoking in mght good carnest.
Such conduet was naturally considered ex-
tremely improper—the height of impudence,
Nobody had ever before smoked in the king's
agparcinent. The courtiers’ were shockel; tue
guards wanted (o turn him eut,

w He coolls replied, pufling away, ‘I have con-
fracted this habit w0 the king my master’s ser-
vice, aud it has become a necessity. I believe
him to be too just & monarch to be angry «t my

nausrimﬁ "

As he had never nppeurvd at eourt, there was
only the Comte de Forbm who knew him; and
Lie, fearing Lthe consequences of the freak, dared
not seknowledge him as his friend. Bo some-

On entering, hiws Majesty received him cor-
diglly, remarking:—*‘You, Jean bart, are the
only person allowed to smoke here.”

The nume of Jean Bart and the king's gra-
clotis reception made a strange alteration in the
courtiers' menners, When he lelt the King they
thronged about him, askipg how he managed
to get out of Dunkerque with his litile sguad-
rom, In spite ol the fleet blockading the port.
Ransiug them close together in & line belore
bim, he pushed his way through, elbowing
right and lelt, and pommelling them with ' his
tists.
